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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner finds the Applicant's remarks 
unpersuasive at this time. The Examiner maintains that Halm et al. does in fact have third cleaning elemnts that are each mounted on the 
resilient membrane and connected to both the rigid portion and the movable portion via or by means of that resilient membrane that acts 
almost as a "bridge" connecting the cleaning elements to both the movable portion and the rigid portion. The third cleaning elements are 
tufts or bristles 4 that are mounted upon a resilient membrane/elastomeric material in the region near reference numeral 14 in Figures 18- 
21 . According to Column 4 Lines 42-60 of Halm et a!., the elastomeric material fills an aperture between regions 1 3 and 67. It is those 
bristles 4 mounted in that elastomeric material that are considered to be the third cleanign elements. It is noted that the third cleaning 
elements of the Applicant's invention are also mounted in the same way as Halm et al., on a resilient membrane and are connected to both 
the rigid and movable portion by means of the resilient membrane, this can be seen in Applicant's Figures 14-15 and the diagram submitted 
in the remarks. 
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
